No private banker in Fneland circu- 
lates notes below ten pounds ; and even 
bank-notes are feldom feen in the coun- 
try-tran{actions of that kingdom. This 
keeps cafh in the remote parts of the 
country; and it is that cath that fupports 
their ron every mmportant occation. 

The chief ule and conveniency of banks 
ariies from 1e fac rhitv of convevance, the 
fecurity againtt robbery, falle comage, and 
the exar ining and counting every partt- 
cular {fiilling : toemplov bank-bills, where 
none of thete advantages are requifite, is 
the abuie of them, and ought to be re- 
itrained. 

I therefore recommend it to our banks 
to call in all their twenty-fhilling notes, 
and to ifue nore, for the future, below 
five pounds. ‘The contequence will be, 
that as feon as a manufacturer thall amafs 
five pounds, he will become impatient to 
vet a note for it; he will confider this, 
in fome refpect, as realifing; and as 
a fum will appear to be an object of ime 
portance, he will naturally chuie to have 
the beft note for it, and will then lear 
to difttineuilh between one note and an- 
other. This will effectually knock all in- 
ferior banks on the head; and the Edin- 
burch banks will then become the tole in- 
ftruments of fervine their country, and

the article of {melting, ** Phat the pit- 
coal leaves a fuiphureous brittlenels in the 
metal, which wood-fire does pot; and 
that the tin melted by wood-coals fells for 
more monev than that which is obtaine 
ed by pit-coal.” This ts a circurnftance 
that has long been known to moft finelt« 
ers in G. Britain; and is perbaps owing 
to a pitchy bituminous matter that is 
contained in the in iubftance 
tar; and may very juithy be called 
the tar ef the mineral kingdom: for the 
dettruction of which various means have 
been tried, fuch as charring thete coals, 
é&c. fo asto make them wletul for drying 
of malt, and fmeltine of metals; but not 
as vet with that good jucceis as could be 
withed for. 


Ap ingenious foreigner has late'y of- 
fered a method to extract this p.ten or 
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tar from pitecoal to advantage; and 

en the tar or 
pitch is extracted, the remainder of the 
coal is charred in the beit pe rtection, fo 
as to inuke the very belt of nres tor 
{melting metals from all kinds of ores, 
and alio the very bett ior making 
of driving of malt. 

The tar, or pitch, thus extracted, 
Lids fair to be the bett pitch ever known 
for the bottoms oi fhips, to prelerve 
them apaimit worms; becanle it cleaves 
fo clofe to the wood, that it gives, ma 
Wanner, an iron coat to it; through 
which, im my opinion, worms can hardly 
penetrate; particuiarly as it raifes no 
blitters, as other pitch or paint on {hips 
bottoms does, through which no danger- 
cus vermme can make their way into 
the timber.
